ACT 1: A square in Gaza. The people of Israel are disheartened and 
subdued but Samson incites them to rise and fight. When the tyrant 
Abimelech dares to blaspheme against the God of Israel, Samson tears 
his sword from him, slays him, and drives the Philistines away. The High 
Priest of Dagon swears terrible vengeance. Young Philistine maidens; 
among them Delilah, come out of the temple of Dagon to celebrate the 
spring. With flattering words Delilah turns to Samson, the hero of the day, 
and in her seductive aria ‘“‘Printemps Qui Commence” (“‘On Mountain 
and Meadow’’) challenges him to join her. Samson, despite the warning 
of the Hebrews, is fascinated by her. 


ACT 2: Delilah’s House in the Valley of Sorek. It is late evening. Delilah is 
waiting for Samson, who has recently shunned her. She knows he is in 
her power and is bound to return to her. She has not yet succeeded in 
extracting from him the secret of his supernatural strength. The High 
Priest comes secretly to see Delilah to strengthen her in her purpose, 
which is wholly consecrated to vengeance. Delilah promises to do 
everything in her power to win Samson’s secret. At last he comes to her 
and she goads his passion to such a point that he surrenders to her 
absolutely and tells her his secret. At a signal from Delil24, Philistine 
soldiers enter her house and overcome Samson. 


ACT 3: Scene 1 — A Prison. Samson is in chains, his hair is shorn, his 
eyes blinded. A chorus of captive Jews is heard behind the scenes 
reproaching Samson who prays for God’s pity on his people. 

Scene 2 — Interior of the Temple of Dagon. The Philistines are 
celebrating a joyful festival. The blind Samson is led in by a young boy 
and is greeted derisively. by Delilah and the High Priest. With cold 
contempt Delilah tells Samson that she only pretended to love him so as 
to discover his secret. Samson suffers derision and mockery in silent 
prayer. Meanwhile he has made the boy lead him between. the two 
columns on which the roof of the temple rests. He beseeches God to 
restore to him his former strength and indeed succeeds in bringing down 
the columns. The temple collapses on Samson and on his enemies amid 
the cries of the Philistines.
